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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-40 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, Lyerly et al (US 6,795,034 B2) discloses a reflector system 

comprising a first reflector configured to transmit a first frequency; a second reflector configured 
to reflect a second frequency band; and a primary reflector configured to receive the first and 
second frequency bands reflected from the first and second reflectors. Lyerly, however, fails to 
specifically teach a configuration wherein the first reflector is configured to transmit a first 
portion of the first frequency band in a dispersed beam, to reflect a second portion of the first 
frequency band, and to transmit a second frequency band; a second reflector configured to reflect 
the second frequency band transmitted by the first reflector and to transmit the first portion of the 
first frequency band; and the primary reflector configured to reflect the second portion of the 
first frequency band and the second frequency band in a substantially collimated beam. 
Claims 2-17 are allowed for depending on claim 1. 

Regarding claim 18, Donn (US 6,252,559 Bl) discloses a multiband reflector configured 
to transmit a first frequency and a second frequency band. Donn, however, fails to specifically 
teach that the reflector is configured to transmit the first frequency band in both a first collimated 
beam and in a dispersed beam and to transmit the second frequency band in a second collimated 
beam. 

Claims 19-40 are allowed for depending on claim 18.
